CORN  GROWERS'  AND  STOCKMEN'S  CONVENTION 


Beginning  January  15,  1917,  and  continuing  two  weeks,  the  Corn 
Growers  and  Stockmen  will  hold  their  annual  Convention  at  the  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture.

SECTIONAL  MEETINGS 

The  sectional  meetings  have  been  arranged  to  cover  a  number  of 
subjects  of  interest  to  everyone.  Those  in  attendance  should  elect  one 
or  more  subjects  and  follow  the  work  thruout  the  entire  course.  The 
corn  judging  work  in  the  afternoon  will  be  a  repetition  of  that  given 
in  the  morning,  thus  allowing  for  two  squads  in  corn  judging.  The 
dairy  program  has  been  planned  to  fit  into  the  schedule  of  soils  and 
crops  lectures  and  gives  an  opportunity  to  take  practically  all  the 
work  in  these  two  subjects. 

No  entrance  examination  or  fees  are  required  for  this  Two  Weeks' 
Course.  The  program  is  arranged  especially  to  meet  the  needs  of 
farmers  and  farmers'  sons  who  are  not  able  to  spend  a  longer  time 
away  from  home. 

It  is  important  that  everv  one  be  here  at  the  opening  of  the  ses- 
sions.
